REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 4 and 20 of 
this application conflict with claims 1,2, 13 and 14 of Application No. 1 1/664,714. Since the 
provisional nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is the only rejection 
remaining in the earlier filed 10/5 1 1,269 application, the ODP rejection is withdrawn and the 
'269 application will issue without a terminal disclaimer. However, a terminal disclaimer will be 
required in the later filed application (1 1/664,714) before the ODP rejection can be withdrawn 
and the application permitted to issue. See MPEP 804.
